They that once did teach to offend by their 
examples, | are now taught what it is to be 
precedents of offences.It God deale this on 
his heauenly Tribunal, no reaſon his Depu- 
ties onearth ſhould be partiall. If he ſpare 
them leaſt, whuſe offences are exemplary, 
then what ſhall be d me vnto the Onecen V ait- 
hi? Againe,it is the cuſtome of greatneſſe,to 
challenge impunitie, by reaſon of their emi-

The ſtamp of foucrargnty is ſ1icred; ther- 
fore quickly defaced by a rebellious hand. 
T ouch not mixe anointed, preuailes nothing 
with a ſeditious mind; eſpecially where the 
hand is as well armed with power, as the 
heart with diſobedience. None bur ſuch as 
are able to make head,dare demand, ho 
Daxid? 'Tis conceit of equality that encou- 
rageth great ones,toaconteſtatis with ma- 
giltrates. They dare imitate Socrates, > Oui 
Dominia videbatrr efſe Inudicxnmy , whole 
proud inneccnce diſdain'd the Judges , am 
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made his vnmannerly zeae, laugh Iuftice in 
the face. Should one aske herein the Atherrse =_— 
ans aduiſe, they would preſcribe an Oftra- 
£rſme, bani{hment at leaſt for tuch darm 
oftenders. As Cate perſwaded the Senate in 
KReme , that { arthage was an enemy too 
powerfull to be ſonighthem. Then the ſe- 
cutity of the State muſt be purchal'd with 
the ruine of Carthege, 

Lawes had neuer reſembled cob- webs, 
had there not bin ſuch ſtrong offenders. The 
feeble gnats yeeld to the leaſt reſiſtance, 
whereas violent fowles will not be reſtrai- 
ned by ſuch contemptible engins. 'Tis eafic 
ro vanquiſh an vnarmed lane, and toinſult 
on the weaknes of a manicled captiue : bur 
to ſubdue thoſe that like him in the Goſpel, 
meither feare God,nor care for men, ' requires 
both power and reſolution. Or huwſocuer
